Words and Their Influence 


Words are mysterious ‘and awe-inspiring. We shoot them ifto the 
air, either by tongue or pen, and most of them perish. But now and thet 
some stray sentence drops into a mind that remembers it, and is in- 
fluenced by it for many years. Many books, many sermons, many 
speeches have run in and out of my brain leaving little trace. Yet here 
are three quite casual remarks that I remember: 

1. Said the late Talcott Williams, in a talk which I had with hin 
immediately after my graduation from college: 

“Never forget the old saying of the Jesuits, ‘A great deal of gooc 
can be done in the world if one is not too careful who gets the credit’.’

None of the workers 
know what it is to be told at the 
beginning -of a, cold winter that 
there will be no more. work until 
further notice. ane 


Every member of his board of di- 
rectors of 11, with the exception of 
a banking representative, was at one 
time in the ranks of workers, and is 
today still holding a job in the shops. 
Mr.’ Johnson believes with, a deep- 
rooted sincerity that the only way to 
get a fair deal ig to give it, and that 
thig- holds true in labor. relation- 
ships to an even greater extent than 
lin more personal ones. His roster of 
workers ‘this year is the biggest in 
the history of the conporation—19,- 
000, as compared’ with 17,000 in 
boom’ days. ; 

The industrial reforms . NRA 
stands for—decent hours, decent 
wages, decent conditions of labor 
and representation—are an old story 
lin the Susquehanna ‘Valley. As you 
enter Endicott from Binghamton, 
ttiere is a stone arch built across the 
road which reads, ‘Home of tiie 
Square Deal.” This was erected by 
workers in the Endicott-Johnson 


the words “Live and Help Live”, 
George F. Johnson’s improvement of 
the “live and let live” philosophy. 
Letting a person live is not enough, 
he says. 

The history of the Endicott-John- 
son works goes back to the time 
when George F. Johnson was 40 
years old. He was a poor man then, 
jemployed by a company of shoe 
|manufacturers who had managed 
|their affairs so badly that the busi- 
i ness had to be liquidated. One of the 
interested creditors was the late 
Henry B. Endicott, Boston business 
iman. Johnson talked to him and out 
of their conversation grew the nu- 
cleus of the organization that com- 
bines their names today. 

With a memory of injustices he 
| had suffered at the hands of for- 
'mer emplayens, Mr. Johnson set to 
work to build an industrial demo- 
cracy in which labor should have its 
just share of the. income and the 
paccuenny of the structure it helped to 
‘build. These were the things of 
which the 400 men with whom he 
started in the early days were as 
isured; these, are the things of which 
the 19,000 workers are assured to- 
; day. But there are many more 
things besides, for as time went on, 
land the business expanded, Mr. 
| Johnson's views of his obligations to 
jhis workers expanded. Today they 
| include housing, medical service, li- 
| braries, parks, swimming pools, plant 
‘restaurants, theatres, dancing pav- 
\ikions, golf courses. ‘ 
| When profits rise to the level at 
which there is a surplus after neces 
sary deductions have been made, 4 
'ponus is paid to the workers. During 
ithe years of the depression there

dication that I'm on the right track,” 
said. Mr. Johnson. “You can only 
organize dissatisfied men. When thé 
union can offer them more than we 
do,‘ the men will join. I am not 
against labor onganizaition as a prin- 
ciple. There are employers who need 
the threat of outside control to make 
them give the workers some semb- 
tance of a square deal.”. 
’ (What about controversial mat- 
ters? Mr. Johnson was asked. Wiith 
whom does the worker lodge com-~- 
plaints, make demands or sugiges- 
tions? : 

“Me, my son, my nephew,” he re- 
plied. “We meet groups. of workers 
all the time. They know the spirit 
of the organization. If anything goes 
wrong, they speak up. They may not 
tike or understand a new schedule; 
their foreman may be unreasonable; 
there may be a dispute about time 
or rates. Whatever it is, they talk 
it out with us. We’re not enemies 
trying to get the best of each other. 
We're friends trying to live, to be 
reasonably happy. 

; “The people have faith in the

supply of radium is now about twen- 
ty-five ounces, not enough to make 
wp a two-inch cube. It is scattered 
widely, but the whereabouts, the 
ownership and pedigree of almost 
every particle are on record. 

There is a possible secret store in 
the hands of the Belgians, who held 
a world monopoly until 1929, when 
Gilbert LaBine discovered the El- 
dorado mine on Great Bear Lake. 

Radium is a pure element in a vio- 
lent etate of disintegration. Its atoms 
are constantly exploding with fright- 
ful. force, but their number is 30 
great that scientists compute it will 
take 19,000 years before every atom 
of any given particle of radium ts 
exploded. ape 

A millionth of an ounce of radium 
injected into a human body is enough 
to cause death by the disintegration 
of the tissues. Yet it is this ability 
to destroy living tissues which 
makes radium valuable in fighting 
cancer. If radium can be focussed 
upon. malignant growths, the cancer 
ig demolished. 

About one out of ten persons who 
reach the age of thinty-five will 
die of cancer. Because there is 80 
Hittle radium, very few cancer: pa- 
tients will be able to receive radium 
treatment. Every new radium unit, 
therefore, promises relief \for thou- 
sands. Hence the extraordinary im- 
portance of the discovery of radium 
in Canada, and the offical celebration 
of the mining, and refining of the 
first ounge.

Two-Way Roads 


Reduce Crashes 


In the interests of safety, the! 
two-way or dual pavements have 
teen demonstrated as an important 
factor in reducing the number of ac- 
cidents, according to officials of the 
Alberta Motor Association. 

A survey conducted in the east 
showed that medial collisions such 
as bead-+on crashes form a large per- 
centage of car accidents. On tihe 
highways of Ontario, this type of 
a@ocident accounted for one-half the 
collisions in 19365. 

To remedy the situation, it is 
contended that dual pavements, each 
of full width, should be provided; 
these to be separated by a boulevard 
strip. Then the danger of head-on 
collisions would be largely elimin- 
ated. 

Officials of tthe A.M.A. point out 
that this is something which road 
construction officials in Alberta 
should give attention to,” particularly 
in view of the growing tourist busi- 
ness expected! here. 

It is suggested the road builders 
should look to the future by. stcur- 
ing additional right-of-way for high- 
ways so that when traffic congestion 
reaches the point that the twoiway 
highway and boulevard are neces- 
sary, there will be no obstacles ir 
the way of carrying out such im- 
provements. A long term . option

Reaction Against Lewis 

|: Mr. Lewis’s il-considered demand 
has had the effect of making the 
Department of Labor and all other 
Government agencies concerned 
with the Labor situation “lean back- 
ward” in the effort to show no 
‘favoritism and to avoid the appear- 
ance of paying off a political debt. 
Tt’ has also cooled Congressional 
ardor for some of the more advanced 
phases of organized Labor’s pro- 
gram.

' Mhe electric power situation has 
come out into the open. Chairman 
Arthur Morgan of TVA forced the 
issue with a public statement of his 
position, which is, in brief, that there 
should be a pooling of interests be- 
tween TVA and the private power 
companies in its territory... 

This attitude is bitterly opposed 
by David Lilienthal, Dr. Morgan’s 
second in command, and by Senator 
George Norris, “Father of TVA.” 

‘They want private power companies 


put out of business. Hach side would j 


like to have the President lined up 
with it, but he has so far resisted 
ali efforts to force his hand for 2 
commitment one way or the other. 

President’s Power Committee 

The President will eventually de- 
cide as between the two divergent 
policies but to gain time and test the 
strength of public opinion behind 
each point of view, Mr. Roosevelt 
has appointed a power policy com- 
mittee with Secretary Ickes of the 
Interior Department as its chairman. 
“—iMhe belief prevailing here is that 
the Ickes committee will report in 
favor of the Mongan policy of co- 
operation with private. power inter- 
ests wherever the Government en- 
(gages in public works which result 
in power production, and that the 
President will accept that as the 
Administration's policy.

PERIODIC HEALTH 
EXAMINATIONS NEOESSARY 


Alarmed by the loss by death and}: 


sickness of large numbers of 
acholars and teachers at the height 
of useful careers, Columbia Univers- 
ity hag announced plans for the de- 
velopment of a new health system 
which will “conserve and prolong the 
active service of scholars in the arts 
and sciences.” 

Periodic health examinations will 
be employed to protect the teachers, 
particularly those nearing middle 
life, according to Dr. William H. Mic- 
Castline, University Medical Officer. 
The program will serve more than 
8,000 officers of administration and 
instruction at Columbia. 

Dr. McCastline also urged yearly 
health checks for sophomores and 
upper classmen in Columbia college, 
similar to the physical examination 
now given to incoming students. 

“A scholar who has spent one or 
often more decades in preparation 
for a useful and fruitful career in 
the field of science or the arts should 
have available the best that medical 
science has to offer to conserve and 
prolong his period of active service,” 
declared Dr. MicCastline. 

Endorsation of Columbia's plan of 
health examinations was given re- 
cently by officials of the Health 
League of Canada. The promotion of 
periodic health examination has long 
since been on the program of this 
volunteer health education organiza- 
tion. 

‘Modern medical science offers new 
hopes to men and women, declared 
officials of the Health League. Men 
and women need no longer accept 
the possibility of heart trouble, kid- 
ney disorders, high blood pressure, 
hardening of the arteries and dila- 
betes. Physicians call these “degen- 
erative conditiods.”
